BE. C. Mills, gen. mgr. of the S« 
ciety, said yesterday (Monday) that 
he had already addressed to Miami's 
tezal department a letter asking for 
information about the ordinance 
Mills averred that, although ASCAI 
maintains no agent in Miami, the 
local theatre men may be interested 
in knowing that the Society, in order 
to pay this tax, might have to raise 
appreciably its royalty rates among 
Miami theatres. In the end, he added, 
all such taxes would find themselves 
on the exhibitor’s bill 

License legislation as exemplified 
by the Miami ordinance, said Mills 
is nothing new te the Society 
States of Washington Louisiana 
and Mississippi have enacted simi- 
lar statutes. In Washington ASCAI 
obtained an injunction from. the 
Federal courts enjoining the state 
authorities from collecting the tax 
and also an order vacating any pgar- 
nishment placed on the Society 

Mississippi ceased attempt to tax 
ASCAP funds after similar injunc- 
tion proceedings, averred Mills, had 
been brought.

NRA‘s Rights Because of Gift Nites

M hinery has been set In mo- 
tion here to carry through to the 
courts a fight to prevent the local

Representing Harry Dickerman, 
owner of a chain of neighborhood 
theatres, and Charon & Levy, who 
also operate an uptown house, 8S.

Filmdom’s moral mills will grind 
as long as Will Hays is in the sad- 
die. Because, according to industry 
leaders, they have met the test. In 
the three months of its activity it 
has passed upon some 400 features 
and shorts. And the return from 
these—representative of all types of 
product—is definitely satisfying. 

Even before Cardinal Mundelein's 
broadcast of Catholic peace with 
the American film industry, picture 
savants had completed a reekoning 
of their own morals stewardship. 
They were confident that reaction 
substantiated in advance what the 
attitude of the church would be, 

Also significant is the commer- 
cial success of self-censorship. To 
high spokesmen this is all-signifi- 
cant, since it removes all possibility 
of the morals machinery just being 
an emergency setup.

WASHINGTON FAVORS 
TREATY WITH SPAIN 


Washington, Sept. 24. 
State Department announced last 
week its intent to negotiate a recip- 
rocal trade agreement with Spain, 
one of this country’s best film cus- 
tomers. While U. 8S. exports to 
Spain dropped $23,000,000 between 
1929 and 1932, foreign film business 
held up strongly, and both volume 
and value of shipments from Amer- 
ican producers rose. In 1929 U. S. 
exporters shipped Spain 8,072,604 
feet of films worth $177,429; in 1932 
shipments comprised 17,220,279 feet 
worth $359,914,

On their own and over and above 
the production meddling Burns and 
Alien were fine. Gracie Allen's de- 
livery, being Grace Allen's delivery, 
is one of the few dependable ele- 
ments of this undependable show 


business. If the agency boys think 
they ean improve upon Burns and 
Allen, it is within their authority 


perhaps to try it, but not their 
right to do any damage to a valu- 
able piece of amusement property. 
The modus operandi of the ‘dif- 
ferent’ manner is to background and 
blend the Burns and Allen gagging 
with music. Such as the strains of 
a Neapolitan air running as an un- 
dertone through a brief series of 
jokes whose locale is Venice. In 
this metropoli Burns and Allen 
were making one of several stops 
on an evening's tour of Europe. 
They wound up next-to-closing at 
the Palladium, London, which hap- 
pened in real life last summer. 
Burns is seeking to develop a 
catch line, it appears, for he used it 
several times on this show. If 
that’s the intention, the judgment is 
questionable. Burns and Allen have 


refrained from overworking any 
particular tag, having a number, 
but using them sparingly in the 
past. Of the comedy acts on the 
air, Burns and Allen have’ been 
among the few to steer clear of 
catch-line identification, and that 


might be one of the reasons why 
they are among the few comedy 
acts to remain on top after getting 
there, 

For the musical interludes on 
this show the Bobby Dolan orches- 
tra makes the grade. 

In spotting its show at 9:30 p.m. 
New York time on WABC, and on 
for a half hour, General Cigar 
waltzed this one into the hottest 
competitive spot on radio, with 
John McCormack on one side and 
‘red Allen on the other. It’s tough, 
but Burns and Allen are bound to 
hold up their end of it. Only the 
boys should use care with their im- 
presario stuff, or let ’em alone al- 
together Bige.

As a result ot numerous come- 
plaints, the Code Authority of the 
Motion Picture Industry is amend- 
ing the vaudeville section to outlaw 
the doubling and tripling of acts 
between two or more theatres at the 
code minimum of $7.50 a day per 
person, The amendment is the first 
to be tacked on the Vaudeville Code, 
and will read as follows: 

‘For any performer employed on 
a per diem basis and paid either 
directly or indirectly in any form 
of compensation there shall be a 
minimum wage of $7.50 net for each 
theatre in which he appears.’ 

Rulings to this effect have been 
made by the Code Authority in the 


past, and warnings have been issued 
that the bicycling of acts is a viola- 
tion of the code, but in the

Not one is known to be in prepara- 
tion, and only several holdover 
summer stocks are actually in oper- 


ation, Only 2 fall stocks were 
readying in the Middlewest up to 
Monday (24). 

Situation is viewed with some 


alarm by Equity, because stock has 
always been a feeder for the legit 
stag. in the development of talent. 
Several reasons for the decline of 
stock are ascribed, one being that 
there are few capable stock man- 
agers left in the field. 

On expert in stock states that the 
idea of attempting to put on Broad- 
way successes of comparatively re- 
cent origin rather than established 
standbys is one cause of stock’s de- 
cline. Sticks care little about the 
newer shows judging from the lack 
of patronage when such plays are 
presented in stock. 

Another angle is that stock man- 
agers have unsuccessfully attempted 
to compete with picture theatres at 
the same admission prices instead | 
of commanding a regular clientele 
with a_ well-balanced company. 
Contended that in that way a 
higher admission can be charged, 
conforming with the fewer  per- 
formances weekly. 

Direct competition of film and 
play has been disastrous in a num- 
ber of instances. Propensity of the 
Broadway producer to sell screen 
rights too quickly is blamed. While 
a release date may be held out pro- 
tecting the original engagement on 
Broadway, the balance of the coun- 
try remains open for picture show- 
ings. 

Not infrequently, when the local 
picture house manager learns what 
show the stock company is ready- 
ing, the film version is rushed in 
ahead of the stage date or current 
with it. Stock managers say that 
kind of competition is the real rea- 
son why stocks are so scarce.

Creat Waltz’ is a great spectacle. 
On production values; the undeni- 
ably appealing Johann Strauss mu 
sic (father and son); the costumes, 
seenery, ballet and on general en- 
trepeneurship it’s swell entertain- 
ment. Especially at $3. So much 
so that these elements alone will 
insure a healthy run regardless of 
the captiousness concerning the 
libretto 

True, it’s slow. but who can get 
hotcha about a Viennese locale 
with Viennese waltzes and a gener- 
‘liv glamorous” and languorous 
background, True, also, that it lacks 
comedy, which, perhaps, is a con- 
cedable deficiency, especially con- 
sidering the reports that the com- 
edy division wasn't as notably lack- 
ing in the London nor the several 
Vontinental productions. 

But on everything else it's tops. 
Tt eclipses and surpasses any of its 
preceding productions in any of the 
Iuropean capitals, for Gordon-

Marion Claire is superb as 
Strauss.

It’s her Broadway debut, an alumna 
of grand opera. Guy Robertson is 
more than adequately competent as 
the romantically ambitious younger 
Strauss. His veteran stage career 
in operetta recommends his quali- 
fications best. Same may not be 
said for H. Reeves-Smith, who 
played Strauss, pere, too solemnly. 
He could have depicted the extraor- 
dinary relationship of a professional 
jealousy between father and _= son 
more effectively. The rivalry be- 
tween Strauss, pere et fils, is 
founded on fact: the beauteous 
Russian countess who furthers Jo- 
hann, Jr.'s career, according to the 
Hart libretto, is legendary. 
Whyfore of Marie Burke’s impor- 
tation for the difficult, sympathetic 
Russian countess role is well evi- 


| dent, for she is excellent, histrion- 


ically, vocally and on general per- 
sonality impression, Not so, how- 
ever, for Dennis Noble—at least 
from what he was assigned to do. 
Quite obviously he’s of fine voice 
(in truth he’s sung in grand opera) 
and, vith his commanding de- 
meanor for the military role—it’s 
understandabie that his more ex- 
tensive opportunities in the London 
production of ‘Waltzes from Vi- 
enna’ (the foreign title) must have 
recommended him highly for the 
New York production. jut the new 
Moss Hart book limited him too 
much, 

Book's shortcomings may ac- 
count, of course, for Solly Ward, 
Iernest Cassart, Robert C. Fischer 
and Richy Ling’s almost negligible 
comedy chances. On the other hand, 
that burlesky Karl Hirsch of Am- 
brose Manning could be eut out 
completely and perhaps more com- 
edy opportunities designated to the 
facile Ward, for he has long illus- 
trated his Dutch comedy talents. 
Here his is nothing more than a 
stooge role. 

‘Hirsch,’ as a pyrotechnic expert, 
is perhaps built up for that pre- 
finale flash with the electrical ef- 
fects, but that wasn’t necessary. 
Role is discordant and approaches 
audience resentment for its brash 
intrusion on an _ otherwise vell- 
geared and smartly-accoutred se- 
quence of events. 

Another miscasting, somehow, 
was Alexandra Danilova, technical- 
ly capable premier ballerina from 
the Monte Carlo Ballet Russes, but 
somehow not sympathetically 
equipped for her assignment.

Vight of Stars’ staged last Thurs 
try (20) in the New York Yankee 
ball park was, as truly billed, ‘a 
panorama of American entertain 
ment. It was a benefit in aid of 
the United Jewish Appeal, move 
ment to succor Jewish refugees from 
Nazi Germany and show business 
came through all the way 

With Louis K. Sidney, director 
general of the evening, ind Boris 
Morros, Gene Buek and Leon Leon- 
idoff as his aides, it was virtually 
a command performance As a 
show it was of mammoth propor- 
tions As a spectacle it was mem- 
orable As an entertainment it 
was surprisingly effective consid- 
cring the manner of its staging and 
the many technical problems 

Sight from the park towards the 
stands, which held around 35,000 
people, was something in itself. But 
the view from the stands was at 
times thrilling The roar of ap- 
plause that swept the field as name 
after name went to the microphones 
was the reward of the many artists 
who appeared. Tickets were $1 to 
$3, with about 46,000 ducats sold by 
various organizations ind» about 
75,000 turned over to the fund 
helping materially in the move- 
ment’'s aim to raise $3,000,000 to 
take care of German-Jews on their 
way to colonization in Palestine 

Show was staged on a circular 
platform 60 feet in diameter, and 
an added stage extending over the 
pitcher's box for the personal ap- 
pearances There were ramps, up 
and down which a dozen grand 
pianos were trundled for Buck's ‘pa- 
rade of composers.’ Kight spot- 
lights flooded the platforms, which 
were six feet over the grass To 
get juice necessary, the third rail 
of the subway was tapped, after 
concrete walls were drilled 

Amplification 

‘Night of Stars’ proved that stage 
events can be successfully present- 
cd outdoors without size limita- 
tions Amplification makes that 
possible At the Yankee Stadium, 
however, there were echoes when 
some artists appeared before the 
mikes That is a problem that is 
yet to be worked out A control 
room for the system was on the job 
continuously, with operators con- 
stantly directing adjustments’ by 
telephones to the various at- 
tendants and it is likely that the 
performance will aid in eventual 
solution 

Hordes of musicians and stage- 
hands worked without pay, the 
ballpark was donated gratis, ERPI 
installed the amplification system 
without charge and_ technicians 
worked for days without remun- 
eration 

It was first planned to present a 
succession of soloists, but the whole 
program was changed and enlarged 
when Sidney took charge Behind 
him was the whole Loew office and 
its agents, the Paramount outfit 
and the Music Hall, Radio City. Sid- 
ney not only arranged the show but 
remained throughout to direct it.

agency’ to collect information for 
any reports on wages, hours or 1la- 
bor, production, or other matters, 
but such dates must be kept con- 
fidential except in summary forta 
without individual identification, 
Any member, officer or agent who 
discloses information in violation 
of by-laws is subject to removal 

On the matter of interpretations, 
the by-laws provide that a ruling: 
may be made by the code auth: 
ity but shall not be circularized
